BULL TBXT OF THE MESSAGE, 


. October 28, 8.05 a.m. 

The text of the King’s message to the people is as follows :— 

“ At this grave moment in the atraggle between my people ands 
highly organised enomy, who has transgressed the laws of nations and 
has chsoged the ordinance that binds civilised Europe, I appeal to 

rejoice at the Empire's efforts and 1 am proad of the volantary 
‘world-wide response from my subjoota, who have asorifiosd home and 
fortane, and life itself, in order that another may not inherit the 
jroo Empire which their ancestors and mine have built ap. Task 
you te make good thege snorifices. The end is not in aight, and 
more aud more men are wanted to keap the armies in the field, and, 
throagh them, to seoure victory and enduring 
days the darkest moment hea ever prodaced in the men of our 
race the sternest resolve, and I ask you, men of all claases, to come 
forward voluntarily and take your sbara in the fight. In freely re- 
sponding to my sppeal you will be giving your support to our 
brothers, who, for long months, have nobly apheld Great Britain's 
pest traditions and the glory of her arms,

GERMANS UNABLE TO MAKE HEADWAY EN RIGA.

According to Reuter’s correspondant ot Potrogrsd, Galicia is 
not the only scene of Russian succeases. A communique esys: 

The Russianzoroseed against opposition, the Chara river, south. 
east of Barauovitchi, atormed the heights on the other side and took 
1,688 prisonora, to which have been added 2,092 prisonera taken in 
various actions on the left bank of the Styr. . 

Tha Germans are unable to make headway in tho Riga and 
Dwinek rogions. A violent German attack near Olsi, on Thureday, 
was immediately arrested. 

Tho Russiana also advanced westwards in the lake region and 


east of Vilna, rapuising numerous counter-attacke, and captured a

AUSTRIANS AGAIN LOSE HBAVILY. 


October 23, 2.15 s,m. 

The Rome communique adda that the positiona captured by 
the Italiana include Mount Molino, in Giudicaria, (which waa utorm- 
ed, much material being taken) aod Moaat Deipini, a town on the 
lower Tirano. 

‘The enemy, on Thuraday evening, counter-attaoked in the dia- 
trict of Mount Orosano, bat was repulsed ond purauad, and lost 
heavily. The Italiana at Rienz Peak advanced simaltanconaly in 
the moantine, ecaling the diffierlt Rauchkofel creat and reaching 
the plain in the direction of Schanderbaoh, atorming enemy tronches 
and capturing prisoners, The town of Leopoldskirchon waa get on 
fire and strong enemy forcesin the Seisora valloy were pat to flight: 

The Italiana on the-teonso-front: opened an attack, on Friday 
morning, on numerous strong positions between Caporoetio- and 
thesea, They advanced under 4 murderous fire and atormed with 
the bayonet a great entrenchment below Narzli Peak in the Mon-
